Paris Reports Capture of Se- 
ries of Heights in Vardar 
Valley, but Admits Left 

Right of Line Was 
Compelled to Retire. 


Germans Take Offensive 
Along the Somme, and Oc- 
cupy Points on the French 
Front. 


PARIS, Aug. 23.—The allies have cap- 
tured a series of heights west/of the 
Vadar River on the Salonixi front, says 
a war office statement issued last night. 
Gr. both wings advance detachments 
have fallen back before the counter of- 
fersive of the Bulgarians. 

The statement says: 

“The battle continued on Aug. 21 on 
the whole front of the allied armies on 
the Saioniki line. In the center the Brit- 


igh-French forces have violently bom- 
barged Bulgarian positions on both 
sides of Lake Doiran while our infan- 
try established itself in the southern 
spurs of the Besles Mountains. 

“West of the Vardar our troops have 
occupied a line of heights near Ljum- 
nica and have maintained their posi- 
tions at all points in spite of violent 
counter attacks by the enemy. 

“The army has continued its progress 
in mountainous zones between the Cer- 
ma and Moglenica Rivers. On the two 
wings the enemy at the cost of very 
heavy losses, has succeeded in pushing 
back our advance detachments. On one 
end the covering detach- 
ment which attacked on Aug. B®, west 
of Beres Bulgarian forces more than 
a division in strength in order to delay 
their march, has fallen back on the 
Struma. All the’ passages of the river, 
ere solidly held by the allies. On the 
extreme left wing the Servian army, 
after a very hot battle, lasting two days 
which was undertaken to retard the cd- 
vance of the right wing of the Bulgari- 
ans, has retaken its principal defensive 
position in the neighborhood of Lake 
Ostrovo.” 

Advices to the Associated Press from 
Saloniki, dated July 19, say that at 
least 80,000 Russian soldiers were ex- 
pected there. The arrival of the first 
Russian brigade was reported yesterday 
in a dispatch dated July 31. At least a 
division was to come from France and 
the remainder from the Persian Gulf. 
Russians who effected a junction with 
the British in Mesopotamia marched to- 
ward the Persian Gulf to embark on 
British and French transports for Sa- 
loniki by way of the Red Sea and the 
Suez Canal. 

No large number of additional troops 
is required for the Salonfki offensive, 
the French military authorities at Sa- 
loniki say, but the Russian uniform and 
the Russian flag in the trenches around 
Saloniki are expected to have a moral 
effect on the Bulgarians. Deserters 
from the Bulgarian army ask . first, 
“where are the Russians?’ and when 
they learn that the Russians have not 
arrived, they appear relieved. 

Allied aviators, flying over the Bul- 
garian lines, have dropped many hun- 
éred ‘thousands of handbills detailing 
successes of the Russian troops in Ga- 
licla and Bukowina and the Russian oc- 
cupation of Erzerum and Trebizond.

Bulgarian Treops Entrenching in Val- 
ley of the Struma River. 

LONDON, Auz. 23.—The Bulgarian 
troops which advanced in Northeastern 
Greece recently, seizing positions in the 
Valley of the Struma River, are en- 
trenching on this line. No heavy fight- 
ing is under way on the Macedonian 
frunt at present, so far as is indicated 
by the officiai statement of today, con- 
cerning. this theater of war. The an- 
nouncement follows: :

Every man was in 
full equipment with all its details vis- 
ible, every figure uniform with al) 
others to the last item, as they moved 
across the field of dead grass briskly, 
and steadily.

feet over their heads, they were mov- 
ing; then suddenly as it was laid, the 
curtain of shell fire lifted. Not a single 
shell out of the thousands had burst 
short. 

Now the British were going over the 
German parapet, their bayonets glisten- 
ing in the sun. As they descended into 
the trench the earth seemed to have 
swallowed them up. Little clouds of 
smoke from bursting bombs rose from 
the trench. There was hot work pro- 
sealed out of sight in- the burrows. 

One. after another, as though they 
were coming to the top of stairs, heads 
and shoulders appeared out of the 
trench. Each German had his hands up 
and in file the prisoners moved past a 
Briton standing on the parapet. These 
Germans, who had not waited to be 
bombed out of their dugouts, but had 
surrendered, came lezging it at top 
speed back toward the British first line 
trenches. 

What about the Germans who had fled 
back towards the German support 
trench? A light machine gun the British 
had put up rattled into their backs. 
Ahead of them was the British curtain 
of fire, now turned to the German sup- 
port trench, They seemed to disappear 
Into the earth, some shot down, some 
wounded, others seeking security in 
shell craters. 

Charge Support Trench. 

Now British helmets rose from the 
German first line and started on with 
another charge to the German support 
trench. They cleaned up any Germans 
lying in shell craters on the way. They 
grew dim with distance and in the fad- 
ing light, but they got there. They had 
the support trench, their signals said, 
and a bunch of German prisoners ran 
toward the British rear. The German 
curtain of fire was now laid on the 
old first line British trench area, so 
all the prisuners taken did not reach 
the collection stations alive. Those seen 
fairly out of range of shell fire smiled 
and seemed much relieved. 

“They will have a good square meal 
over in the camp by that clump of trees 
tonight,”’ said_a General, ‘‘and they have 
been under fire for the last time in the 
war.” 

Walking with them were the British 
wounded, also smiling. 

Bit by bit gains are made between big 
attacks. The British, now within 1000 
yards of Thiepval, maintain their posi- 
tions in Guillemont and are within 300

M. W. Kerckhoff, president of 
Pevely Dairy Co., said that unless an 
injunction is obtained, the retail deliv- 
ery of milk, which has been suspended 
since the strike began 15 days ago, 


might be abandoned for 
time. 

“The dairies will ask for an injurte- 
tion,”” Kerckhoff said, ‘‘to restrain the 
strikers from picketing dairy establish- 
ments or interfering with the delivery 
of milk. If an injunction is granted, the 
power of the Circuit Court will be be- 
hind it. 

Police Heip Not Sufficient, 

“If the injunction is refused, all 
can do ts to make no further effort to 
run our wagons. We have police pro- 
tection now. and strikers are arrested 
every day for interference with our 
wagons. As fast as they are taken into 
Police Court, they are released, and re- 
turn to resume their acts of violence 
One man has been arrested four times, 
and has been released in Police Court 
three times, a warrant having been ob- 
tained in the other case. 

“We are selling two-thirds of the nor- 
mal amount of milk at present, to peo- 
ple who come after it. We can better 
afford to do a two-thirds business than 
to risk our wagons and our remaining 
employes under the conditions now ex- 
isting.’’ 

Before the daily meeting of the pro- 
prietors of the nine dairies affected by 
the strike, held at 1908 Biddle street,

DICKEY BOSSED MEETING 


Refused to Accept J. H. Both-| 


well—Otto Stifel Resigns 
as a Member.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 23.—The h1- 
miliat’ 1 of Judge Henry Lamm, Re- 
publican nominee for Governor, by the 


Repub -un Staite Committee, vossed by 


Walter S. Dickey of Kansas City, Re 
publican nominee for United States Sen- 
ator, resulted in a revolt by the Lamm 
supporters in the State Committee yes- 
tercay afternoon and the tmmediate in- 


auguration of plans to conduct a sep- 
erate campaign in the interest of Judge 
Lamm. 

Judge Lamm, who won his nomination 
in the primary election in tne face of 
the opposition of the Dickey-controlled 
State Committee, made a personal plea 
to Dickey and to members of the new 
State Committee for a State chairman 
who was at least friendly to him, but 
Dickey was inexorable and refused to 
recognize that Judge Lamm had iny 
right whatever to a friendly State or- 
cauization. He forced the re-election of 
T. W. Hukriede of Warrenton, after 
Ji.dge Lamm at the request of Jeptha 
T.. Howe, had withdrawn Howe as a 
candidate, and after Lamm had also 
suggested as chairman his life-long 
friend, John 4:1. Bothwell of Sedalia. 


Stifel Quits Committee. 

The Lamm supporters charged that 
Dickey was not satisfied with being 
rominated for United States Senctor, 
but that he wanted to be the absolute 
party boss. Otto F. Stifel of St. Louts 
resigned from the State Committee, 
declaring that he did not wish to be a 
member of a body that would delib- 
erately humiliate its party’s candidate 
for Governor, and Bothwell, Mark Dodd, 
Republican Committeeman from the 
Tenth District. and Dr. J. H. Barto, 
Republican nominee for Congress in the 
Eleventh District, holding the proxy of 
the two members from that district, 
walked out of the meeting of the State 
Committee and refused to participate in 
the proceedings when YHukriede was 
elected. 

Nearly all Republican leaders here 
agree that Judge Lamm will be 25,000 
votes stronger in the November election 
than Dickey, and that. it would have 
been good politics for Dickey to have 
yielded to Judge Lamm. 


Stifel charged that Dickey, in connec- 
tion with State Chairman Hukriede and 
National Chairman Jacob L.. Babler of 
St. Louis, had promised postoffices and 
other Federal jobs to party workers 
throughout the State in their campaign 
to control the State committee. He also 
charged that the State committee, as it 
has been organized for the past severa! 
years, was solely a Dickey organization, 
controlled in his own interests by the 
milllanaire Kansas City manufacturer. 


Worked for Swanger, 

The State committee, thus dominated 
by Dickey, worked in his interest in the 
primary election and also in the inter- 
est o> John E. Swanger for Governor, 
and thereby incurred the displeasure of 
the candidates it opposed. 

When Dickey and his supporters came 
to Jefferson City to participate in the 
convention they stated that their opposi- 
tion to Judge Lamm’s choice for State 
chairman was based solely on their dis- 
like for Howe, who had been the most 
active factor in the Lamm primary cam- 
Delgn. 

When Howe was told by Dickey and 
Babler that their opposition was per- 
sonal to him, Howe went to Judge 
Lamm and insisted that Lamm select 
another candidate. 

lamm, upon Howe's insistence that 
his name be withdrawn, finally agreed 
to pick Bothwell, who had been sug- 
gested for chairman to Lamm a week 
ago by Dickey. 

Bothwell, several years ago caused 
the election of Dickey as chairman of 
the State Committee, had worked for 
Dickey in the primary campaign, and 
was the friend and supporter of both 
Lamm and Dickey. 

When both Howe and Bothwell were 
turned down by Dickey, Judge Lamm 
felt the humiliation very keenly, and 
stated that he had gone to the people 
for his nomination and would go again 
to the people for his election. 

Will Keep Headquarters Open. 

The Lamm headquarters in St. Louis 
have never been closed, and they will 
be kept open until after the general elec- 
tion, and the same campaign committee 
that conducted the successful campaign 
for Judge Lamm in the primary will 
conduct his campaign for election. 

The fight over the State chairmanship 
overshadowed all other features of the 
Republican gathering. The bitterness 
createa by Dickey’s bossism of the 
committee was Intense. 

After the Dickey-Babler combination 
had forced through the chairmanship 
Program there had been aroused such @ 
feeling of resentment among the Re- 
Publican leaders not in sympathy with 
Dickey and Babler’s treatment of Judge 
Lamm, that an effort was made to pla- 
cate the Lamm supporters by electing 
J.dge Lamm’s friends to al! minor of- 
fices on the State committee. 

Bothwell was elected vice chairman of 
the committee. Judge Louis Hoffman 
of Sedalia, head of Judge Lamm’s Se- 
lalia organization, was elected secreta-y, 
and Al. Shapleigh of St. Louis, an offi- 
cial of the Henry Lamm Club of 8t. 
Louis, was named as treasurer. / 

Lamm Men Wer’t Accept. 

The Republicans encountered further 
troubles today when Hoffman refused 
t© accept the secretaryship, and Both- 
well announced he probably will not ve 


__ viee chairman. It is reported here also 
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urership. Bothwell said that Le had 
notified the Republican State  ~ommittee 
in advance that Hoffman would not 
take the secretaryship, but that the 
committee went ahead and elected him. 

Hoffman went home after definitely 
déclining the job. 

“TIT am averse to taking on any respon- 
sibilities in connection with the State 
Committee,’’ Bothwell said, ‘“‘but I am 
going home and think matters over. 
do not think that I want to undertake

any duties as vice chairman, and do not 
see anything that I could do in that 
capacity.’”’ 


Lamm Made a Speech. 

Judge Lamm attended the night ses- 
sion of the committee, and made a 
speech in which he said that while he 
had not been treatea with much cour- 
tesy or consideration by the committee, 
he would not sulk, but would support 
every candidate on the ticket. 


“HOSTILE” FLEET IS SOUGHT 


Defender-Scouts in War Game Cover 
600-Mile Line. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. °%3.—Admira! 
Mayo’s “hostile” fleet, seeking to land 
invaders on the Atlantic seaboard, and 
Rear Admiral Helm’s defending squad- 
rons have not met in “‘battle’’ today in 
the greatest war game of the American 


navy. Somewhere out in the Atlantic 
the scouts of both fleets are groping 
for one another. 

At daylight Rear Admiral Helm’s 
scouts were spread out over the arc of 
a great 600-mile circle, the center of 


which was a point due east of Cape Hat- 
teras, where the invaders and the great 


armada of troop transports were re- 
ported at the start of the problem 24 
hours before.

Rumania’s Attitude Explained by 
Diplomat in Berlin. 
BERLIN, by wireless to Sayville, 
Aug, 23.—Rumania has not decided 
whether she will enter the war, in 
the opinion of a person characterized 
by the Overseas News Agency as ‘a 
distinguished diplomatist who is espe 
cially conversant with Rumanian af- 

fairs.”’ 

On being asked by the news agency 
as to the present situation he said: 

“Rumania’s attitude is due to her 
geographical situation. The country 
is virtually surrounded by belliger- 
ents. Rumanian statemen, therefors, 
are guided b¥® the desire to spare 
their country the injury which would 
be unavoidable if it were to beconic 
a theater of war. 

“Since the beginning of the preo- 
ent conflagration the entente Powers, 
particularly Russia, have been ex- 
tremely active in Rumania. The coun::- 
try is flooded with Russian spies of 


all, description. The entente’ uses 
money lavishly to bribe politiciaus 
and influence the press. This agita- 


tion reached its helght at the begin- 
ning of the last Russian offensive. 
At the same time the entente arn- 
nounced that an offensive campaign 
would‘ be inaugurated on the Maco- 
donian front—a move purely for po+ 
litical purposes. Now the sudden and 
successful Bulgarian advance hae 
brought a quick change in the sicu- 
ation and the Russian offensive also 
apparently is slackening. 

“At present Rumania is still unde- 
cided. She probably will not give up 
her adroit policy of neutrality which 
up to the present time, has given her 
an enormous gain in power unless 
she believes that the really decisive 
turn in the war has been reached. 
Meanwhile trade relations between 
Rumania and the central Powers con- 
tinue to be normal and active. 

“Rumania has been a sphinx and 
is still shrouded in a mysterious veil 
behind which political passion and 
agitation not only of the Rumanians 
but of the entente agents reach their 
highest pitch.”

SAYS TREOSUPHIST 


Leader Here for Convention Also 


} Thinks T. R. May Have the 


Soul of Caesar. 


Max Wardall, former Mayor of Seat- 
tle, Wash., national lecturer of the 
Theosophica: society, today at the 


Planters Hotei discussed with a Post- 
Dispatch reporter the possibilities of 
Kaiser Wilhelm, President Wilson, 
Roosevelt, Bryan and Hughes being the 
reincarnation of famous men centuries 
dead. 

Wardall came to St. Louis to attend 
the thirtieth annual neeeting of the 
American section of the Theosophical 
Society, which tomorrow will convene in 
a five-day session. About 400 delegates 
from all parts of America are expected. 
Headquarters are at the Planters Ho- 
tel. 

Pay Debts 1000 Years Old, 

The principal doctrines of the Theoso- 
phists are the un!versal brotherhood of 
man, the reincarnation of the soul and 
the belief 1n karma, or the repaying of 
debts contracted in this life in a later 
existence. 

“The doctrine of reincarnation of the 
soul is centuries old,’’ Wardall ex- 
plained. ‘‘Long before the days of Christ 
it was believed. Homer tells of it, and 
Virgil; the ‘‘Book of the Dead’’ of the 
Egpytians discusses it. We are contin- 
uing that belief. 

“We believe that man works out his 
own destiny. If he has progressed in 
this life, he should come back again on 
a higher plane. We do not believe that 
a god would bring misshapen bodies and 
stunted minds into the world.” 

Wardall said that it is believed that 
the Germans of today are the reincar- 
nation of the Carthagenians of past 
centuries, and the English of their an- 


cient foes, the Romans. ‘And the an- 
client racial hatred exists today,’’ he 
sald. 


“Then take the French, irreligious, 
gay, debonair, filled with the joy of ma- 
teria] life, are they not like the Greeks 
of old, who believed in love and beauty 
and the pleasures of the moment?” 

“As to the reincarnation of individu- 
als—it is possible that those who ex- 
celled centuries ago are among us today 
in the persons of great scientists, phi- 
losophers, orators and warriors. They 


|may have been working out their des- 


tiny in the long ages which has inter- 
vened since their last embodiment, for 
we do not believe that souls come back 
immediately to earth. 

“For instance, John Hay said that he 
could remember that once he was a 
Christian, about to be tortured in the 
Roman forum by lions; but not every 
one can remember their previous em- 
bodiment, it is only those who reach 
an exceedingly high state.” 

He said that many today think Fran- 
cis Bacon is reincarnated in the per- 
son of Count Racogszi of Hungary, who 
is working now to bring about forces for 
good at the conclusion of the war. 


Kaiser May Be Alexander. 

‘A man of the type of Kaiser Wilhelm 
might well be the reincarnation of Al- 
exander the Great—for in the interven- 
ing ages his soul may have come back 
again with the old desire of military 
conquest. 

“And Roosevelt—now a man of his 
type might well have Caesar's soul, 
many think so at least. They were pop- 
ular leaders, warriors, writers. 

‘Wilson the scholarly, yet withal a 
man of action, could be a reincarnation 
of Seneca; Bryan, with his patriotism, 
and his eloquence his chief asset, might 
be Cato. It is possible that Justinian 
the great Roman law-giver. is reincar- 
nated in Charlies Evans Hughes. 

“Looking at another great man of the 
past, Archimedes, his soul may possibly 
be reincarnated in Edison of today. And 
there should be thousands of other re- 
incarnations of the leaders of the past.’’ 

Mrs. Marie Russak Hotchner, nation- 
al vice president of the Theosophical 
Society, speaks at 8 o'clock tonight at 
the Jefferson Hotel on “Life as Seen 
by the Dead.’ Her lecture, however, is 
not part of the scheduled program ‘of 
the convention. 

Mrs. Hotchner avers that she has 
talked with dead people, and that the 
ability to do so is not a special gift, 
but the result of spiritual training 
which developed certain occult facul- 
ties dormant in most people.

Democratic Candidates Approve 
All Acts of Present Set of 
Officials.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 23.—The 
Democratic State convention, comprised 
of the State and legislative candidates 
and the members of the Democratic 
State Committee, completed its work last 
night by the adoption of the party plat- 
form. Many of the delegates got away 
on late trains for their homes. 

Judge James Cowgill of Kansas City 
was selected chairman of the State 
committee without a contest, and the 
candidates were in entire accord in 
writing the platforin. 

Senator James A. Reed, who is a caa- 
didate for re-election, wrote the sectio:s 
of the platform relating to national) 
issues, while the State candidates pre- 
pared the portion of the platform re- 
lating to State affairs. 

The State platform is approximately 
3000 words long. About 2500 words are 
devoted to the achievements of the na- 
tlonal Democratic administration, Mis- 
sour! Senators and Congressmen, and 
the present ana past Democratic State 
administrations, and only about 50 
words to the State candidates and par- 
ty pledges. 

The platform sets out in detail the 
laws put into force by the Wilson ad- 
ministration and points to them as hav- 
ing benefited the laboring man, the 
farmer and the business man. The 
opening paragraph of the platform 
“congratulates the State and the na- 
tion that at this tragic period of the 
world’s history we have at the head of 
the Government a President who has 
met all international complications in a 
spirit of dignity, firmness and fairness,” 
and adds: “The nation’s honor and the 
nation’s peace have been preserved by 
Woodrow Wilson.” 

Reed, Stone and Clark Praised.

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OFFICER RETURNS FROM 
‘CROCKER LAND’ EXPEDITION 


Ensign Green, Official Observer for Government, : 
Reports Arrival at Copenhagen — Says 
Nothing of Results of Search. 


ST.LOUIS POST-DISPATCH 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 2.—Ensign Fitz- 
hugh Green, the American naval offt- 
cer assigned to the MacMillan Crocker 
land Arctic expedition, has reported his 
safe arrival at Copenhagen on Aug. 19 
to the Navy Department, but has made 
no report of whether the expedition 
found Crocker Land or of the where- 
abouts of Donald B. MacMillan and the 
other scientists in the party. 

Green announced his arrival from 
three years of Arctic exploration in a 
brief cable saying he would proceed to 
Washington unless instructed to the con- 
trary. The Navy Department late last 
night ordered him home, but made no 
request for further information of the 
results of the expedition and will not 
do so unless requested by the American 
Museum of Natural History or some- 
one concerned in the expedition. 

Jerome Lee Allen, a navy wireless op- 
erator who accompanied Green, arrived 
in New Yorw yesterday, but his arrival 
was not known to the Navy Depart- 
ment and the official dispatch called 
for information of Allen. 

The National Geographic Society, its 
officers say, has no connection with 
the expedition and knows nothing of 
the results. Rear Admiral Peary, who 
reported his discovery of Crocker Land 
in July, 196, 1s at his summer place in 
Maine. When in the fall of 1914 the 
MacMillan expedition reported it had 
not yet been able to find the continent, 
the Admiral reported having seen from 
Cape Thomas Hubbard, Admiral Peary 
expressed belief that it would be lo- 
cated. 

Representative Helgeson of Minneso‘a, 
who has been active in support of Dr. 
Frederick Cook in the polar controver- 
sy, raised such an objection some time 
ago to Crocker Land being shown in 
the navy hydrographic charts that it 
was removed, awaiting confirmation of 
the discovery. 

Green was attached to the expedition 
at the request of the American Museum 
and at his own solicitation. He had been 
preparing for such work for 15 years and 
entered the navy with the idea of doing 
work in the polar regions. The Navy 
Department has no interest in the expe- 
dition other than to further scientific re- 
search generally. 

Ensign Green is from Missouri and 
only 28 years old.

After two months’ hard traveling the 
sledge party reached Egedesminde, a 
Danish settlement, and took a steamship 
for Denmark. Subsequently the steam- 
ship Denmark was dispatched to relieve 
those remaining neur the Cluet*, all of 
whom were well, Allen said, when he 
left.

Adopted It as Basis for 
Computing Pay.

presidents and representatives of the 


four railroad brotherhoods, has statea 
that “the 8-hour day now undoubt- 
edly has the sanction of the judgz- 
ment of society in its favor ad 
should be adopted as a basis for 
wages, even where the actual work 
to be done cannot be cpmpleted witn- 
in eight hours.” 

An investigation by the Post-Dis- 
patch shows that the principle of the 
eight-hour day has been applied fn 
so many lines of industry that it is 
now the rule, rather than the excep-~- 
tion, in nearly all fields of labor. 

Even the railroads are not strangers 
to it. On some systems, especially in 
the South and West, the eight-hour day 
has been made the basic day for many 
of the employes. On other railroads 
the adherence to a 10-hour day has been 
by no means absolute. 

The wage basis is less than a 10-hour 
day on the following railroads: El Paso

The 

trainmen have various bases, ranging 

from eight hours to 10 hours a day. 
Most Workers Have It. 

Owen Miller, secretary of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians, and for 
years a labor leader, savs the trainmen 
are one of the few classes of employes 
who do not universally enjoy the eight- 
hour day. The only other large bodies 
of workmen who toil longer than eight 
hours daily are those employed in the 
steel industries and the copper mines, 
he said. 

The textile workers, garment workers, 
hatters and machinists do not all have 
the eight-hour day, but a majority of 
those working in these industries do, he 
said. 

“The cigarmakers were the first to get 
the eight-hour day,’ said Miller. ‘“‘That 
was in 1854. Since that time all the 
building trades have obtained it, three- 
fourths of the machinists, the structural 
iron workers, the molders, metal polish- 
ers, glass workers, shoe workers and all 
of those employed in the larger indus- 
tries, except the trainmen, steel work- 
ers and copper miners. The steel work- 
ers and copper miners are not organ- 
ized. 

“For vyvears organized labor has 
worked for a universal eight-hour day 
and our labors in that direction have 
been rewarded by the passage of eight- 
hour laws by the United States Govern- 
ment and similar laws in many of the 
States.’ 

The State Bureau of Labor Statistics 
at Jefferson City has compiled the fol- 
lowing list of labor unions in Missouri 
whose members work on the basis of 
an eight-hour day:

“Unless we have in this country 
the spirit of true fellowship; unless the 
man with investments looks upon the 
man working with his hands as a human 
being entitled to decent, proper condi- 
tions of living and to a fair share of 
the work that is done for the profitable 
results of that work; unless the man 
who is toiling recognizes the importance 
of successful production and of aopble 
management; unless those in charge of 
the Government realize the importance 
of making sure the bases of successful 
achievement; unless throughout all is 
the spirit of co-operation, because we 
are fellow workmen in our different ac- 
tivities, working justly and honestly, 
the United States can never achieve its 
ideals and greatness of prosperity. 

“TIT had an interesting experience as 
Governor of New York. When I left 
that office to go upon the bench, what 
I am about to read appeared in the 
official organ of organized labor in New 
York. This is what that organ said in 
October, 1910, and I read it in order 
that there may be no misapprehension 
as to my attitude. It was said then 
with candor, at a time when I had re- 
moved myself from the political field.” 

Reads:*Labor Organ’s Praise. 

Mr. Hughes read as follows: 

“*Now that Gov. Hughes.has retired 
from politics and ascended to a place 
on the highest judicial tribunal in the 
world, the fact can be acknowledged, 
without hurting anybody's political 
corns, that he was the greatest friend 
of labor that ever occupied the Gov- 
ernor’s chair at Albany. During his two 
terms he has signed 56 labor laws, in- 
cluding among them the best labor laws 
ever enacted in this or any other state. 
He also urged the enactment of labor 
laws in his message to the Legislature, 
even going so far as to place the de- 
mand for a labor law tn one of his mes- 
sages to an extra session of the Legis- 
lature. 

“Only 162 labor laws have been en- 
acted in this State since its election in 
li77—in 136 years. One-third of these, 


‘exceeding im quality all others, have 


been enacted and signed during Gov. 
Hughes’ term of three years and nine 
months.’ 

“That is what organized labor, 
through its official organ, said of my 
labor record after I had left the flela 
of politics. It was said, well knowing 
that I had not failed to disagree with 
labor when I thought the demand was 
not right. I had exercised, according 
to my duty as Governor, the right of 
judgment as to the propriety and wis- 
dom of bills which Were presented I! 
had vetoed some which I do not think 
were just. I had proposed and urged 
the passage of others that I thought 
were fair. 

Sasy Record in True One. 

“When we got through and the rec- 
ord was made up. that is what the 
friends of labor said. And I believe 1! 


- 


it was a realization of a deep interest 
that I had to see conditions improved, 
while at the same time maintaining the 
security of investment and of honest 
enterprise.’’ 

Mr. Hughes repeated his attack on 
the administration for its Mexican pol- 
icy,. reiterated his argument for a. pro- 
tective tariff, for “adequate prepared- 
ness” and stated his views on the main- 
tenance abroad of American rights. 

His speech here was the sixteenth he | 
had made yesterday. Most of them 
were two or three minute talks from 
the rear platform of his car on the way 
up the San Joaquin Valley from Los 
Angeles.

In Navy Since 1861. 

One man only--measures up 

specifications. That man is 


to these 
Admiral 


Dewey. He has been in the navy of 
the United States since 1861 serving 
through two wars. Since 19% he has 


‘been head of the General Board, passing 
naval defects, raval needs and 
{naval plans. No administration has 
{power to hurt him. By law he is ex- 
,empted from the usual retirement pro- 
, Visions, and if he dues decide to re- 
tire, it will be of his own volition and 
‘at full pay. No partisan quarrel has 
,ever had power to drag him from his 
| height. 

I asked him for a consideration of the 
new naval bill, or, rather, some such an- 
alysis as would permit a civilian to do 
a little thinking for himself. Patiently 
erough he went over each item: 

Test at Skagerrack. 

“Four battleships at once, and six 
more within three years.’’ Now he was 
firmly on his own ground, his words 
came like Yullets. ‘“‘The great clash 
at the mouth of the Skagerrack gave a 
test to every theory. As a result, na- 
val authorities are now agreed that the 
battleship is still the principal reliance 
of navies. As never before, it is proved 
that victory or defeat rests with the 
dreadnought. 

‘Four battle cruisers at once, and two 
more within three years. This will rem- 
edy one of our chief weaknesses. Noth- 
ing is more necessary than an adequate 
information service to provide early and 
continuous intelligence of an enemy’s 
movements. This is the function of the 
tattle cruiser. Also, in addition to speed 
and endurance, she has great offensive 
power, so that, if called upon, she can 
fight for information and break through 
a hostile screen. Aside from offering se- 
curity and information to the main body 
of battleships, the battle cruiser can be 
used to protect sea routes, both military 
and commercial, and can aid the battle- 
ships in general action by taking up a 
favorable torpedo position where her 
speed and heavy guns will be effective. 
The Skagerrack proves’ conclusively, 
however, that the battle cruiser cannot 
vive and take with dreadnoughts. 

“More Eyes For Fleet.” 

“Scout cruisers four, and six more to 
come. More eyes for the fleet. Abso- 
lutely necessary.”’ 

Speaking slowly, but never hesitantly, 
for three hours he considered the United 
States navy, past, present and future: 
world war, world peace, national] ideals 
and national destiny. Only in his first 
answers, When an evident indignation 
gripped him, did he depart from the 
tone of one trying to pick his words in 
the interest of understanding. 

“In Not a Junk Heap.’ 

“The attacks that have been made 
upon the navy," he said, “‘are as false 
a3 many of them are shameful. It ig 
not a junk heap. There is no demoraliz- 
ation. Both in material and personne! 
we are more efficient today than ever 
before. Our ships are as good as any, 
our officers are as good as any, and 
our enlisted men are the finest in the 
world. 

“It is true that we have not enough 
ships or enough men. But navies are 
not built in a day. It was between 1906 
and 1909 that Germany passed us, and 
that we commenced to loose rank as a 
naval power. This is in no sense a 
criticism of administrations. Congress, 
after all, expresses public sentiment in 
large degree, and the reason we dropped 
was because the people wanted the 
drop. The recommendations of the 
General Board went unheeded because 


they were not backed up by public opin- 
ion. Until 1914, the people were think- 
ing in terms of world peace. It is 
different today, and it ts today that 
should concern us."’

Eighteen 
years ago, when this matter first came 
up, I took a stand that has never 
changed. I said then that the navy 
could not afford to be the one depart- 
ment of American activity in which a 
boy could not rise from the bottom to 
the top. I say it now. This is the 
United States, not an Old World mon- 
archy. 

“The same thing goes for the ship 
schools,”” he continued emphatically. 
“Education is our solid rock. Not only 
do the schools make better citizens, but 
they make better sailors. We want 
our youngsters trained in intelligence as 
well as in hands, so that if officers go, 
the ship can still be fought. No, sir,’’ 
ho exclaimed. “Opening the door of pro- 
motion to the enlisted man, giving him 
an elementary, technical or industrial 
education, as may be deemed fittest— 
are American policies.”’

Down 
in their hearts, I suppose they want 
a small, select body to have entire 
charge of the Navy. Well, they} 
never get it and they shouldn't gct 
gg 

“You believe then that the Secre- 
tary of the Navy should be a civil- 
ian?” 

“Absolutely. He represents’ the 
people, and the closer he is to the 
people, the better. Same thing with 
the powers of Congress. I can con- 
ceive of no greater madness than to 
put the Navy in the power of a naval 
Group, or the Army in the hands of 
soldiers alone. As a matter of 
course, we would look at things only 
from our own professional pom of 
view. The whole democratic balance 
would be destroyed.” 


PLAN APPROVED FOR WIDENING 
UNION AVENUE PARK ENTRANCE 


Drive to Be Made Full 100 Feet, and 
Extend 1700 Feet to South, 
Southwest and West. 

The Board of Public Service yesterday 
approved a plan submitted by Park Com- 
missioner Cunliff for tmprovements in 
the Union- avenue entrance to Forest 
Park to relieve the congestion at the

The plan provides for an increase in

Harry F. Sadek, former proprietor of 
the Hippodrome Hotel, Sixth and Wal- 


nut streets, was freed although he had 
served less than four months of a three- 
year sentence, imposed on his plea of 
guilty to setting fire to the hotel by 
means of an elaborate arson plant. Ex- 
cise Commissioner Rumsey is said to 
have recently written to Gov. Major 
esking for Sadek’s parole. 

Robber of Candy Man Freed, 
Frederick W. Deuser, another of those 
paroled, had served less than a year of 
a three-year sentence for robbery. Deu- 
ser was one of a gang which obtained 
$850 from Peter Ibsen, candy dealer and 
Danish Consul in St. Louis, by black- 
mail in March, 1915. Deuser, according 
to police records, had been arrested 
once before on a blackmail charge pre- 
ferred by Richard Niehart of 3311 Vista 
avenue, but was released without pros- 
ecution. 

Charles Dominic, another convict pa- 
roled, had served less than two years 
of a four-year sentence for grand lar 
ceny. Dominic and several other men 
stole a cash register from a restaurant 
at 315 North Jefferson avenue. 

Dominic was arrested four times prior 
to the arrest which resulted in his con- 
viction. He was fined $100 in the Court 
of Criminal Correction in 1914 for at- 
tempting to rob a telephone coin box in 
the Judge & Dolphedrug store at Sev- 
enth and Locust streets. 

Shortly afterward he was arrested on 
ua charge of participation in the bur- 
glary of a drug store at 4401 Olive street. 
He was arrested once on a charge of 
t-espass and carrying burglars’ tools, 
after he was found in a vacant house it 
3720 Washington avenue, from which the 
lead pipe had been removed. He was 
arrested another time on charges of 
passing small forged checks. 

Store Robber Liberated. 
Francis Long was paroled after hav- 
ing served less than one year of a 
two-year sentence for robbery. He was 
convicted of robbing Reuben Rabitz in 
the latter’s grocery store at 2700 Mills 
street. The police say he has been ar- 
rested about 20 times in St. Louis, and 
that he was fined four times for dis- 
turbing the peace. 
Lieutenant-Governor Painter also pa- 
roled A. C. Tindle, cashier of the Pem- 
iscot County Bank at Caruthersville, 
who embezzled more than $200,000. He 
is said to have made restitution of about 
$150,000. Tindle went to the penitentiary 
in January, 1916, to serve a six-year sen- 
tence. He was paroled to R. F. Bryan 
of Memphis.

BEANSPILLING SPELLBINDING. 


He has spilled the beans. 
The reference of the Philadelphia North Amer- 


ican, Bull Moose organ, is more especially to Mr. 
Hughes’ course in California, where delicate rela- 
tions exist between the Progressives and the old- 
line Republicans. It sums up, however, Mr. 
Hughes’ accomplishments as a 100 per cent candi- 
date, up to the middle of the fourth week of his 
active campaign. 

It must not be supposed that this is any ordi- 
nary bean-spilling—any bean-spilling on an in- 
considerable, small-family scale. The whole po- 


leaving only a few to rattle around in the con- 
tainer when the candidate slipped. 

He did not intend to be a bean-spiller instead of 
a spellbinder. He did not intend to disappoint 
anyone and least of all the great independent- 
voting portion of the public which has retained 
so favorable an impression of him since his pub- 
lie service in tce years prior to 1910. Doubtless 
on the 10th and 11th of last June he believed as 
firmly as any of us that it was about to be an 
exceptional campaign, characterized by unusual 
elevation in discussion, appeals to judgment 
rather than prejudice, old-fashioned courtesy be- 
tween contestants. 


the intention of an undoubtedly well-intentioned 
man is due partly to circumstances, partly to him- 
solf and partly to an almost unexampled run of 
hard luck. 

His party was without political capital and 
without the credit to obtain any. It was insolv- 
ent. He was not to blame for its utter destitu- 
tion in assets and issues, but he was to blame 
for trying to present on the stump a composite 
outline of all the diverse and unpleasant attitudes 
of mind in which his principal supporters were 
entering on the campaign. 

He started out to make nis utterances reflect 
Mr. Roosevelt’s consuming jealousy of Mr. Wilson 
—even Mr. Roosevelt’s phrases and campaign 
mannerisms—and the ideas of patronage mongers 
like Mr. Penrose; to establish a community of in- 
terests between the George W. Perkinses and the 
Senator A. B. Falls; to mollify the hyphenates 
and at the same time preach undiluted pseudo 
Americanism. 

His assembling of grotesque materials east of 
the Mississippi had as its net result the raising 
of an issue as to whether a horse doctor had real- 
ly been placed on the roster of the Coast and 
Geodetic Survey. 

As he penetrated further west—unfortunate Mr. 
Hughes!—a great industrial turning point came 
with the decisive stage in the railroad dispute. A 
new phase of the foreign war developed to absorb 
such small remaining national interest as was 
not concentrated with unprecedented intentness 
on the threatening domestic emergency. Mr. 
Hughes has been crowded from the center of the 
stage until he is lost to view in the wings. 
With an epidemic of infantile paralysis raging, 
Dr. Hughes has followed his unlucky star to re- 
motest America and is wiring from towns of out- 
landish names a suggestion of rosewater treat- 
ments. 

At one end of the continent is his rival, with 
the eyes of 100,000,000 Americans on him while 
he grapples with the most vital and weighty prob- 
lems that have arisen in a generation to affect 
our relations as a homogeneous people. At the 
other end is Mr. Hughes talking platitudes and 
grappling hopelessly with the problem of how 
he can pussyfoot around so as to keep both the 
perpetrators and the victims of the crime of 1912 
in line for the ticket.

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FOR BETTER ARBITRATION MACHINERY.

Acceptance by 
a part would mean either ultimate acceptance by 
all important systems or a tieup so incomplete, 
should a strike come, as not to deprive the pub- 
lic of all railroad service.

Several ways of minimizing their disturbance 
are possible aside from objectionable measures 
making arbitration compulsory. 

One way would be to make a strike or lockout 
illegal on an interstate utility until the comple. 
tion of an official inquiry into the causes.

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SALARY WASTE OF $1,000,000 A YEAR. 

St. Louisans have their own estimates as to 
the extent to which the city hall is overmanned. 
An official quality and presumptive accuracy at- 
‘taches to the estimate of Chairman Thomas H. 
Rogers of the Efficiency Board. He shows how 
the municipal salary list has increased from 
$3,500,080 to $7,500,000 in 13 years. The number 
who now make their living by serving the city 
‘in some capacity he places at 7000, nearly one 
out of every 100 in population. 

Particularly important is his judgment that 
$1,000,000 could be saved annually without im- 
pairment of any service now rendered by the 
city. That is- almost three times the annual 
amount of the mill tax and in a comparatively 
short time would equal the arrears of that tax 
for which the city has waited a decade. 

This is no time to tolerate a crippling of the 
efficiency system. It should be extended and 
strengthened.

Placing appointment, re- 
tention and promotion in municipal service on a 
strict basis of merit would remove the incentive

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SAVING THE BIRDS. 

There will come before the United States Senate 
within a few days a treaty negotiated between the’ 
United States and Canada for the protection of 
migratory birds. 

Under the terms of this treaty, which has just 
been signed by Secretary Lansing and the British 
Ambassador, neither country will permit the kill- 
ing of insectivorous birds, the taking of any bird 
for its plumage or a longer shooting season in any 
one year of more than three and one-half months. 
It is the design of both countries to stop the 
slaughter of game birds in the breeding season, 
and they covenant with one another not to permit 
any shooting season to extend into the spring be- 
yond March 10. 

It is to be assumed that there will be opposition 
to such a magnificent plan for the preservation 
of birds as this treaty presents from Senator Reed 
of Missouri, who first opposed the prohibition 
against importing the feathers of birds of plum- 
age into the United States, and then led the fight 
on the appropriation for the enforcement of the 
Federal migratory bird law. 

However, with the country almost solidly 
against him, and his fight on the second appro- 
priation showing a loss of nine votes from that 
which he made on a similar appropriation two 
years ago, it cannot much matter whether the 
Senator appears in his accustomed role this time 
or not. 

There is more interest in the attitude of Senator 
Stone, whose sympathy as chairman of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations would probably 
mean the ratification of the treaty at the present 
session of Congress. 
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Bro. Meeker is not lining up with Bro. Hughes 
in the matter of suffrage. 
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REVISION AND THE GERRYMANDER. 

A curious reason for opposing a constitutional 
convention is that of certain Republicans, who 
point out that delegates would be chosen by sen- 
atorial districts and that such districts have been 
gerrymandered in the interest of the Democrats. 
If there is ever public action in which party 
lines should be forgotten, it is in the choice of] 
revision delegates. A union of all parties in 
support of a man of especial qualifications’ for 
the responsible work would be the approved 
course in many districts. If the choice should 
be so directed as to render the convention rep- 
resentative of the best thought and legal ability 
of the entire State, what difference would the 
lop-sided arrangement of the districts make? Em- 
phasis on partisanship would only result in a 
partisan draft of a Constitution whose inevitable 
fate would be that of the proposed Constitution 
lately submitted in New York State. A conven- 
tion actuated by the spirit of the Board of Free- 
holders who framed the new charter for St. Louis 
would make a revision worthy of popular ap- 
proval.

Have 
they thought that a new Constitution miglt pro- 
vide new guarantees against gerrymanders?
